The center of popu lation of the 
continental United States, which at 
the time of 
the first 
censu s 
was 
twenty three miles east of Baltimore, 
bas been 
trav eling westward 
with 
each decade, say s the Philadelphia 
Press. 
In 19 00 it was located near 
Colu mbu s, Iu d., abou t 
forty 
miles 
sou th of Indianapolis. Iii 18 9 0 it was 
twenty -six miles farther east and in 
the two prev iou s decades 
it 
k ept 
rather near to Cincinnati. With each 
decade it has mov ed a little farther 
west, bu t has continu ed to k eep v ery 
close to the thirty -ninth parallel, the 
latitu de approx imately of Baltimore 
and Cincinnati. 
With the dev elopment and spread 
of popu lation iii the west the wonder 
is that the center of popu lation k eeps 
so disproportionately far to the east 
of the center of area. 
It now stops 
at abou t one-fou rth of the entire dis­ 
tance from coast 
to 
coast. 
The 
present censu s will dou btless carry 
it a little I arthel' west, and perhaps 
a little to the sou th, becau se of the 
new |K>pu laiion in Ok lahoma. Other 
western 
and 
sou thwestern 
States 
hav e made large additions 
to 
their 
popu lation, bu t they hav e lost mu ch 
migration to Canada and latterly to 
Mex ico. 
It is not lik ely therefore, that the 
center of popu lation will mov e ou t of 
Indiana, or indeed, get v ery far from 
its last .stopping place. 
While the 
west is growing, the east is not stand­ 
ing still. The great cities particu lar­ 
ly are growing at a rapid rate, which 
shows no sign of abating. 
Of the 
twelv e largest cities in the 
United 
Slates, by the censu s of 19 00. eight 
were east of the center of the popu ­ 
lation. 
The prodigiou s 
growth 
of 
New York City alone will almost bal­ 
ance the dev elopment and settlement 
of new area in the west. 
Therefore 
while tile west booms along at a gait 
that promises to pu t ev ery thing be­ 
hind it, the center of popu lation in­ 
sists on stay ing a t each decade ju st 
a few miles farther west of its camp­ 
ing grou nd ton y ears before, showing 
that while the whole cou ntry is grow­ 
ing the old cast increase in popu lation 
almost as rapidly as the new west.

Indianapo lis, May 4.—The British 
po lar ex plo rer, Sir Ernest Shackleto n, 
came to Indianapo lis to speak last 
night o n his antarctic ex periences, un­ 
der the auspices o f the Children's Aid 
asso ciatio n. 
The ex plo rer is o f medi­ 
um size and sho wed no signs o f hav ing 
been almo st in sight o f the so uth po le, 
o r hav ing been threatened with star­ 
v atio n. 
Abo ut the first questio n asked o f 
him was whether he tho ught Dr. Co o k 
had reached the no rth po le. 
“ I hav e been asked that questio n 
so mething like a tho usand times since 
I came to this co untry .’’ he said, with 
a 
pro no unced 
English 
drawl. 
‘ I 
hav en’t any thing to say abo ut Co o k. 
But I think Peary reached the no rth 
po le. 
He was at it fo r twenty -three 
y ears and time after time said that he 
had no t reached it. 
No w that he sa y s 
he did, I believ e him.” 
Lieutenant Shackleto n said that he 
has no t fu lly determined that he will 
make his heme in Canada. 
“ If I do ,” 
he said, “ it will be to make co me ex ­ 
plo ratio ns in the no rthwest.” 
“ Wo uld it also mean that y o u wo uld 
take up no rth po lar ex plo ratio n? ” 
“ Oh, no . 
I am no t interested in the 
no rth po le. No thing can be gained fo r 
science by finding it. 
I am satisfied 
there is no thing there but water. 
Of 
co urse the so undings o f the Arctic 
o cean wo uld be wo rth so mething, but

State Chairman E. M. Lee made a 
go o d impressio n o n Republicans at 
Washingto n, 
D. C., 
the o ther day , 
when he v isited President Taft and 
Natio nal Chairman Frank Hitchco ck, 
to talk with them o n the Indiana Re­ 
publican po litical pro spect. The Wash­ 
ingto n 
newspapers, 
edito rially 
and 
o therwise, ex pressed the feeling o f 
Mr. Hitchco ck, and the Washingto n 
Herald declared that the co nfidence 
inspired by Chairman Lee wras general 
amo ng Republicans o f natio nal pro m­ 
inence. 
Natio nal Chairman Hitchco ck 
has suggested since Mr Lee’s v isit to 
Washingto n, that Indiana Republicans 
are well led, and that the fo rtunes o f 
the party in the state are in go o d 
hands this y ear. 
This same idea has 
gained and is gaining gro und in Indi­ 
ana. 
The result is that renewed co n­ 
fidence has asserted itself amo ng In­ 
diana Republicans. 
Chairman Lee’s 
hard co mmo n sense, his careful judg­ 
ment o n po litical matters, his bro ad 
fairness and geniality , tact and lo y alty 
hav e been pro v ed in many way s al­ 
ready , and he is do ing much to unite 
the effo rts o f all Republicans fo r the 
party cause this y ear.

cro wd. 
Because Go v erno r 
Marshall sto o d fast fo r certain things 
the Taggart cro wd did no t want, he 
was punished. 
Instead o f the presi­ 
dentia l bo o m which was to be launched 
fo rmally and with lo ud acclaim at the 
Demo cratic 
state 
co nv entio n, there 
was a bare and brief indo rsement o f 
the Marshall administratio n as go v er­ 
no r, and an entire absence o f any pres­ 
idential suggestio n whatev er. 


The Marshal peo ple declare that the 
Marshall indo rsement was in the res­ 
o lutio ns as indo rsed by the reso lutio ns 
co mmittee, but that it w'as cut o ut o f 
the press co pies and o ut o f the co py 
that was read to the delegates.
